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ALL  COLLEGE  BOARD  CANDIDATES 

SUCCESSFULLY  PASS  1941  EXAMS 


ACADEMY  OPENS  WITH  LARGEST 

ENROLLMENT  IN  ITS  HISTORY 


All  candidates  for  college  who  took  the 
College  Board  examinations  in  June,  1941, 
were  successful  in  entering  the  colleges  of 
their  choice.  This  is  the  second  successive 
year  that  all  candidates  under  Plan  B 
(New  Plan)  secured  admission  to  the  colleges 
they  desired. 

In  June,  1940,  Governor  Dummer  had  nine 
candidates  under  Plan  B,  and  in  June.  1941, 
eleven  candidates  under  Plan  B.  All  twenty 
of  these  boys  gained  admission  to  college — 
twelve  entering  Harvard,  six  entering  Yale, 
and  two  entering  Princeton.  These  boys  se- 
cured in  individual  examinations  thirteen 
"honor"  grades  and  two  '"highest  honor" 
grades. 

During  the  same  two-year  period  the  school 
had  five  Plan  A  (Old  Plan)  candidates,  who 
took  a  total  of  thirteen  individual  examina- 
tions, receiving  two  failing  grades,  seven  pass- 
ing grades  rated  as  either  "fair"  or  "good", 
three  "honor"  grades,  and  one  "highest 
honor"  grade. 

In  addition  to  the  candidates  listed  above, 
the  school  has  had  five  boys  during  the  last 
two  years  enter  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology  without  examination.  In  gen- 
eral the  privilege  of  admission  without  ex- 
amination to  Technology  applies  only  to 
candidates  who  rank  in  the  highest  20%  of 
the  graduating  class  in  schools  which  have 
qualified  for  this  privilege. 


MR.  EAMES  SPEAKS  AT  DEDICATION 
OF  COBB  MEMORIAL  BUILDING 


On  July  27  at  Camp  Winona,  Denmark, 
Maine,  Mr.  Eames  gave  an  address  upon  the 
occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  Philip  Cobb 
Memorial  Building.  The  building  is  a  recrea- 
tion hall  and  was  built  through  the  contribu- 
tions secured  by  the  Winona  Fathers'  Associa- 
tion to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Mr.  Cobb, 
former  director  of  the  camp  and  for  a  number 
of  years  a  member  of  the  faculty  here  at 
Governor  Dummer.  Nearly  200  friends  of 
Mr.  Cobb  attended  the  dedication  as  well  as 
the  entire  personnel  of  the  camp.     Mr.  Stacy 


A  total  enrollment  of  154  boys,  the  largest 
number  in  the  history  of  the  school,  marked 
the  opening  of  the  179th  year  of  the  Academy. 
This  figure  represents  a  total  of  123  boarding 
students  and  31  day  students. 

In  analysing  the  1941  enrollment  it  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  despite  the  record  en- 
rollment there  is  a  decrease  from  last  year  of 
about  15  boys  in  the  Senior  Class,  which 
means  an  increased  enrollment  in  the  younger 
classes,  particularly  in  the  number  of  three 
and  four  year  boys  at  the  school. 

Not  only  is  the  student  body  larger  than 
ever  before,  but  also  the  geographical  distribu- 
tion of  the  group  is  wider,  and  it  covers  al- 
most every  section  of  the  country.  The  123 
boarders  represent  18  states,  with  the  largest 
single  group,  52  boys,  coming  from  Massa- 
chusetts. New  York  state  ranks  second  with 
21  students,  Maine  is  third  with  14,  and  New 
Hampshire  is  fourth  with  7.  Pennsylvania 
and  Illinois  each  follow  with  4;  California, 
Connecticut,  and  New  Jersey  each  with  3; 
and  Florida,  Vermont,  and  Ohio  with  2.  Six 
states  have  one  representative,  namely  Tenn- 
essee, West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Maryland, 
Louisiana,  and  Michigan. 

The  31  day  scholars  represent  10  towns  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Academy.  The  majority  of 
these  boys  commute  daily  from  the  towns  of 
Newburyport,  Newbury,  and  Rowley. 

Southworth,  Headmaster  of  Thayer  Academy, 
also  gave  an  address. 

The  Philip  H.  Cobb  Scholarship  awarded 
annually  by  Governor  Dummer  Academy  to 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  Mr.  Cobb  was  this 
year  received  by  Richard  G.  Lawson  of  Fram- 
ingham.  The  scholarship  to  the  Academy  is 
given  to  a  Winona  boy  who,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  directors  of  Winona  and  of  the  Head- 
master, has  outstanding  qualities  of  character 
and  who  is  also  a  good  student.  Lawson  has 
been  a  camper  at  Winona  for  many  years,  a 
member  of  the  camp  council,  and  this  past 
summer  a  junior  aide.

The  world  is  in  the  midst  of  a  revolution, 
said  Dr.  Perkins,  which  will  be  useless  unless 
it  is  a  moral  one  as  well  as  political.  The 
pressure  of  life  often  causes  spiritual  and 
human  values  to  be  lost,  and  today  power 
seems  to  be  considered  the  most  valuable 
asset  to  success.  As  the  revolution  pro- 
gresses, a  choice  must  be  made  between  life 
and  death,  good  and  evil,  and  upon  this 
choice  rests  the  future  of  the  world. 

The  new  world,  Dr.  Perkins  continued,  will 
come  not  from  the  present  leaders,  but  from 
the  creative  energies  of  common  people  of 
religious  faith  who  know  how  to  choose  right 

from  wrong. 

*  *  * 

William  Prescott,  the  great  American  his- 
torian, was  the  subject  of  Dr.  Cary's  Vesper 
talk.  Dr.  Cary  explained  how  Prescott  over- 
came the  handicap  of  blindness  incurred 
through  an  accident,  how  he  showed  no  re- 
sentment for  the  man  who  caused  his  in- 
firmity and  later  even  helped  him  through  a 
difficult  situation,  and  how  his  perseverance 
and  courage  enabled  him  to  do  a  great  life's 
work. 

It  is  the  great-hearted  and  the  magnani- 
mous people  that  we  admire,  not  the  little 
people,  said  the  speaker,  and  we  must  learn 
to  overcome  our  handicaps  and  be  unafraid  to 
tackle  the  impossible. 

*  *  * 

Dr.  Anderson  in  his  Vesper  talk  discussed 
the  meaning  of  obedience  to  the  unenforceable 
laws  of  life.  There  are,  he  said,  three  groups 
of  people;  the  first  feel  that  it  is  all  right  to 
do  anything  so  long  as  you  do  not  get  caught; 
the  second  observe  the  law  as  an  external 
restraint  upon  them;  the  third  obey  self-im- 
posed laws. 

Those  in  the  third  group  are  the  people 
who  realize  that  there  is  a  higher  law  than 


was  ever  put  in  a  statute  book,  a  law  which 
is  obeyed  instinctively  and  involuntarily. 
These  are  the  people  who  gain  insight  into 
the  everyday  meaning  of  the  Cross  and  who 

realize  the  most  from  religion. 

*  *  * 

Dr.  Mark  with  his  characteristic  humor 
said  there  was  a  real  need  to  get  back  to  the 
old  Yankee  custom  of  standing  on  our  own 
feet.  We  need  to  make  ourselves  independent 
under  almost  any  circumstances,  but  we  can 
only  do  this  if  we  build  up  real  faith  in  our- 
selves. 

Dr.  Mark  also  emphasized  the  fact  that 
we  look  too  carefully  to  see  what  is  wrong 
with  the  world  rather  than  to  see  what  is 
right.  A  hypercritical  attitude  is  current  to- 
day, and  we  are  too  eager  to  offer  destructive 
criticism.  It  is  most  important  to  see  the 
right  and  good  in  order  to  correct  the  wrong, 
for  then  we  have  the  happiness,  hope,  and 
enthusiasm  to  go  at  a  difficult  or  unpleasant 

task. 

*  *  * 

Through  the  ingenuity  of  man  and  the  dis- 
covery of  electricity  darkness  was  banished 
from  our  age,  but,  said  Dr.  Hitchen,  one  of 
the  great  ironies  of  the  war  is  that  we  have 
been  forced  to  revert  back  to  darkness  to 
protect  our  safety.  Man  banished  external 
darkness,  but  he  did  not  banish  the  darkness 
that  dwells  in  human  hearts. 

There  is,  however,  hidden  deep  inside  us 
light  which  can  never  be  put  out,  and  that  is 
the  light  of  faith,  hope,  and  love.  If  we  only 
allow  this  light  to  play  upon  the  evil  about 
us,  then  the  darkness  in  men's  hearts  can  be 
driven  away  forever. 


ALAN  BULLWINKLE  NOW  STATIONED 
ON  GOLD  COAST  OF  WEST  AFRICA 


After  serving  six  months  in  the  British 
Army,  Alan  Bullwinkle  has  been  sent  to  the 
Gold  Coast  of  West  Africa  as  a  Political 
Officer  in  the  Administrative  Service.  His 
trip  from  England  to  Africa  was  an  adventur- 
ous one,  according  to  the  letter  which  Mr. 
Eames  has  just  received  from  Bullwinkle.  The 
ship  upon  which  he  was  traveling  was  sunk 
by  a  German  raider,  and,  although  no  lives 
were  lost,  the  passengers  lost  all  of  their 
possessions.  Bullwinkle  stated  that  for  two 
full  days  the  only  clothes  he  had  to  wear  was 
a  pair  of  pajamas.

At  Bowdoin  he  continued  his  fine  record. 
He  was  on  the  varsity  football  and  swimming 
teams  and  he  belonged  to  the  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  fraternity.  Following  his  graduation 
he  was  engaged  in  the  insurance  business  in 
Laconia,  New  Hampshire.

An  anonymous  gift  of  $2,000  was  received 
by  the  school  for  use  in  scholarship  awards.

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LIBERTY    and    FREEDOM 

By  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips 

The  following  article  is  the  Commencement  Day  address  given  at  the  graduation  exercises 
last  June  by  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mr.  Phillips  is 
the  President  of  Houghton  Miflin  Company  and  is  also  the  author  of  several  books  dealing  with 

the  history  of  Essex  County  and  of  Salem. 


You  boys  who  have  inherited  the  great 
traditions  of  this  school  are  under  particular 
obligations  to  remember  that  to  you  is  en- 
trusted the  duty  of  defending  and  protecting 
those  things  which  have  been  considered  the 
great  treasures  of  American  life.  These  are 
not  gold  or  silver  or  buildings  or  roads  or 
forts  or  airfields.  They  are  the  things  which 
stand  for  great  advances  in  the  happiness  of 
the  human  race. 

The  treasure  I  want  to  speak  about  today 
is  human  liberty.  Especially  is  this  embodied 
in  two  great  documents  that  men  will  read 
and  study  two  thousand  years  hence,  just  as 
today  we  read  and  study  Plato's  Republic. 
The  first  of  these  was  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  and  the  same  two  men  who 
signed  first  in  behalf  of  Massachusetts,  name- 
ly, John  Hancock  and  Samuel  Adams,  also 
signed  and  countersigned  the  Charter  of  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Academy.  The  Declaration  of 
Independence  contains  the  vital  words  that 
men  are  endowed  by  their  creator  with  life, 
liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  and  no 
one  has  a  right  to  take  those  priceless  posses- 
sions away.  Today  how  very  few  in  this 
world  of  turmoil  are  secure  in  those  funda- 
mental things.  It  is  no  small  boon  that  today 
we  are. 

Twelve  years  later  another  great  charter  of 
human  liberty  was  written,  many  of  the  same 
men  taking  part,  to  secure  the  blessing  of 
liberty  for  themselves  and  their  posterity. 
Both  of  the  men  who  signed  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  in  behalf  of  Massachu- 
setts were  alumni  of  this  school,  namely, 
Nathaniel  Gorham  and  Rufus  King.  It  was 
your  alumni  that  formed  the  Constitution, 
and  Gorham  also  signed  the  Charter  of  the 
school  with  Adams  and  Hancock. 

When  the  Constitution  came  before  the 
State  Convention  of  Massachusetts  for  ratifica- 
tion, our  citizens,  ever  extremely  sensitive  to 
freedom,  felt  that  a  bill  of  rights  should  be 
added.  That  bill  of  rights  was  conceived  and 
written  by  Theophilus  Parsons,  an  alumnus, 
at  that  very  time  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Governor  Dummer  Academy,  and 


later  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Massachusetts.  The  very  first  article  calls  for 
freedom — freedom  of  religion,  freedom  of 
speech. 

One  word  about  freedom.  It  is  not  enough 
to  maintain  the  rights  of  capital — you  must 
maintain  the  rights  of  those  without  capital. 
The  right  of  labor  to  unionize  is  not  more 
sacred  than  the  right  of  men  to  work  without 
unionization.  The  right  to  worship  God  as  a 
Protestant  or  Catholic  or  Quaker  is  no  greater 
than  the  right  to  refuse  any  special  form  of 
religion.  Freedom  is  the  right  to  act  as  your 
conscience  dictates,  but  it  gives  no  right  so 
to  act  as  to  deny  that  same  right  to  your 
fellow  men,  or  to  injure  them. 

Today  in  our  everyday  life  tyranny  is  en- 
croaching on  liberty  in  the  name  of  social 
virtue  and  fifty  other  names,  and  I  ask  you 
boys  to  watch  over  the  liberties  of  America. 
In  the  world  at  large,  it  is  worse,  far  worse. 
Tyranny  no  longer  just  gallops  abroad,  it 
thunders  along  in  great  steel  tanks  with  the 
slogan,  "You  shall  live  as  I  tell  you,  or  you 
shall  not  live  at  all."  I  do  not  believe  the 
men  and  women  of  America  will  ever  let 
freedom  fall.  It  is  the  one  great  fact  which 
had  made  America  a  happy,  wholesome  place 
to  live  in. 

I  think  we  are  ready,  as  in  days  gone  by, 
to  pledge  to  defense  of  liberty  our  lives,  our 
futures,  and  our  sacred  honor  to  the  end  that 
government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and 
for  the  people  may  not  perish  from  this  earth.

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HAVE  A  CARE 

One  part  of  the  New  Building  which  is 
most  frequently  used  and  enjoyed  informally 
by  the  entire  school  is  the  new  store.  Great 
pains  have  been  taken  to  provide  an  attractive, 
pleasant  atmosphere  where  the  boys  may 
lounge,  listen  to  the  radio,  or  just  sit  around 
and  talk.  New  enameled  Windsor  chairs 
have  recently  been  added  and  put  around  the 
tables,  and  new  reading  lamps  have  been  in- 
stalled at  each  table  to  increase  the  comfort 
of  the  room.  The  school  has  done  its  part, 
now  it  is  up  to  the  student  body  to  show  care 
and  consideration  in  the  use  of  the  room,  for 
then  it  will  be  enjoyed  and  appreciated  more 
by  everyone. 

There  are  a  number  of  small  ways  in  which 
this  care  and  consideration  may  be  shown. 
One  of  the  most  important  is  keeping  the  store 
neat.  After  reading  the  morning  paper  or  a 
letter,  try  to  remember  not  to  leave  it  strewn 
all  over  the  table  at  which  you  were  sitting. 
Plenty  of  receptacles  for  waste  paper  have 
been  provided,  so  if  you  are  finished  with  the 
letter  or  newspaper,  put  it  in  one  of  them. 
Don't  expect  someone  to  pick  up  after  you. 
The  neatness  of  the  room  can  also  be  en- 
hanced by  leaving  the  chairs  at  the  table  in 
the  manner  in  which  they  were  originally 
placed.     Also  keep  your  feet  out  of  the  chairs.- 

In  regard  to  the  radio  in  the  store,  keep  it 
tuned  down  to  a  reasonable  volume.  Not 
everyone  in  the  room  is  listening  to  it,  and  if 
it  becomes  too  loud,  it  can  be  extremely  an- 
noying to  those  who  wish  to  talk  or  read. 

The  new  living  room  is  another  part  of  the 
New  Building  which  is  constantly  used  by  a 


large  proportion  of  the  school  at  times  when 
there  are  no  classes  or  other  engagements. 
Here,  naturally,  the  atmosphere  is  somewhat 
more  formal,  but  the  room  has  a  multitude 
of  uses.  It  is  an  excellent  place  to  come  and 
talk  quietly  before  meals  in  the  dining  hall. 
There  is  the  Carnegie  music  set  and  library 
of  records  available  for  those  who  wish  to 
relax  to  good  classical  music.  There  is  also 
here  the  music  library  with  books  ready  for 
use  by  those  who  wish  to  do  reading. 

The  tone  of  the  room  is  subdued,  condu- 
cive to  the  enjoyment  of  good  music,  a  good 
book,  or  quiet  talk.  The  purpose  of  the  room 
is,  therefore,  being  defeated  if  groups  of  boys 
talk  and  laugh  noisily,  if  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  restless  walking  about  by  boys  who  are 
not  using  the  room  for  some  purpose,  or  if 
the  victrola  and  piano  are  played  too  loudly. 

For  these  suggestions  to  be  carried  out  re- 
quires little  effort,  and  yet  the  failure  to  ob- 
serve them  can  interfere  greatly  with  the 
pleasure  which  may  be  derived  from  both  of 
these  two  new  rooms.  E.  W.  S.

The  football  team  redeemed  itself  on  Satur- 
day, October  11,  when  it  defeated  the  M.  I.

Early  in  the  second  period  after  a  sustained 
drive  down  the  field,  Captain  Bob  Pickett 
dashed  across  for  the  Governors'  first  touch- 
down of  the  season.

KIMBALL  UNION  ACADEMY  ELEVEN 


The  varsity  football  team  suffered  its 
second  defeat  of  the  season  at  the  hands  of  a 
scrappy,  hard-driving  Kimball  Union  eleven 
which  handed  the  Governors  a  13  to  6  loss. 
The  game  was  played  at  South  Byfield  on 
October  18. 

After  a  good  deal  of  scrimmaging  in  mid- 
field  with  neither  team  having  any  particular 
advantage,  the  Governors  got  underway  late 
in  the  first  period  when  a  pass  from  Captain 
Bob  Pickett  to  Jason  Starr  put  the  ball  on 
Kimball  Union's  30  yard  line.  A  series  of 
line  smashes  carried  the  ball  to  the  12  yard 
line,  from  which  point  Pickett  swept  around 
the  visitor's  right  end  to  dash  into  the  end 
zone  standing  up.
